render mercy to viſit many who have been long covered with 
Darkneſs, and drawn by the Snbtilty of the Serpent, working 

ina Myſtery within, and without in his Inſtruments, from 
enjoying that Love ard great Riches which is declared of in the 
Scriptures of Truth, which ſhou'd be revealed in the latrer dayes, in 
his Everlaſting and Unchangable Covenant ; which Promiſe of the 
Lord many who had true breathing after him, and could not be ſatis» 
fied with feeding with Swine upon Husks, but troly breathed after 
Living Refreſhment,and afcer that Bread which nouriſheth that Birth 
which is Eternal, and have delighted in the righteous Judgments of 
the Lord, over the Enemy and Oppreſſor of Mans Soul, through 
which Judgments the Love of God hath greatly bcen manifeſt, ha» 
vingthereby brought to the knowledge of his Everlaſting and Un. 
changable Truth, ro the exceeding great refreſhment and fatisfaRtion 
of the Souls of many thouſands, who have earneſtly deſired the ſame 
before the World and all its glory ; and having received the ſame in 
the Love of it, and known Freedom by it, in the Injoyment of the 
ſame do meet together, as the manner and praQice was of thaſe who 
lived in the Fear and Dread of the Lord in the Primitive times; ſo 
- now inthe pure Fear and Obedience to the juſt ard <qual requirings 
of their Creator (whoſe Wayes are Equal, Right and Juſt.) meets 
together to wait on him, to the end they may be refreſhed and fee 
wich the ſame Bread of Life, that ſo the Plant which the Lord hath 
Planted may grow, that ſo they may be changed from glory to glory, 
vl art lengch they way come to bear the Image of the Heavenly, 
whereas formerly they have born the Image of the Farthly; and thoſe 
who ſo meet inthe Spirit of Truth, can truely fay they never wai:ed 
A2 on 
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on the Lord in vain, but do witneſs true refreſhment from the 3,4 
of Love, whether a word be ſpoken intheir Meetings or no , ſo chat 
they can truly ſing in their Spirits of Mercy and of Judgements, for. 
aſmuch as the Lord hath mixed Mercy with Judgments, and hath rot 
executed Judgment without Mercy, in which haih greatly appeared 
his worderfull Love to loſt Mankind, of which great and unſpeakyh'e 
Love, there are this day (to the Glory and Praiſe of his great Name, 
evenfrom his own Works) thouſands of Living Witneſſes, and hu;.- 
dreds have laid down their Lives in Naſty Holes, and Stinking Pritons, 
and many have been Baniſhed,and mavy have ſuffered cruel] Mockinz:, 
& many thouſands the Spo'ling of therr Goods, whofe Righteous Te- 
Nimony through the Erernal Spirit of Love ard Truth they have glad- 
{y born in this Day of Gods Power, to the exceedins Comfort ind 
Refreſhment of all that are faithful! Followers of the Lamb, bur is, 
and (hal] be to the aſtoniſhment of all who perſiſt in their Diſobedi- 
ence againſt the Spirit of Truth, and continue in their Rebel.jon 
againſt it, ard this righteous Teſtimony, through all who are true 
War ſhippers in the Spirit and Truth, who are led and guided in all 
their wayes by the Spirit of truth, being Sons and Daughters of the 
Living God, ſo greatly beloved by him, fo that thoſe that touch 
ther in a wrongfull manner do touch the Afpleof his Eye, who crea- 
ted all things for bis Glory ; and though his Mercy is great in not ex- 
ecuting Judgement ſpeedily, but gives ſpace and time of Repen:ance, 
yet if they mind it not, but let the Day of Gods Love p3ſs over their 
heads, that Terrible Voice they ſhall hear, My Spirit ſpall ſtrive no 
wore, let Fleſh know that its but Graſs, & when the Spiric of the Lord 
bloweth upon it, it ſhall fade as a Flower, and that in a moment. when 
his Anger is Kindled, which may be when the Worker of In'quity:s 
in aagcight of his vain glory, and greateſt boaſtirg: fo as thar rigi. 
tcous Teſtimony (through all who are in the true Innocent Seed, ut- 
to whichall the Eleffings and the Promiſes of the Lord are) dun 
ſtand as a true Witneſs of the Lords great Love in this day wherein 
te is mating known bis great Power againſt all Workers of Iniquity, 
and unrizhtecus A Rioss, and deceitfull Werkers, who can feign anc. 
fatter with all ſorts of debauched Perſons, and all diſſembling Hypo* 
crites, Perſons of unſtableminds, joyning with the cunning, twiltics, 
raining Serpent, inall its appearances, in their earthly, ter-ſual, ar © 
cevilliſh v:iſdom, beirg in the Adalterous whortfh ſpirir, degene-ated 
| from 
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from the Spirit of Truth, hoiding a Prefell.cn of the Faith of our 
L ord Jeſus Chriſt with reſpet of Perſons, receiving bonour, and gi- 
ving honour, according to the Cuſtoms and vain Traditiors of the 
World, by which means they have no knowledge of thac Honour 
which is from Above : yet notwithſtanding theſe great Abominations 
which they commit in the ſight of the Lord, and all them which lives 
in their faithful Teſtimony againſt them, yet they tean upon the Lord, 
and thinks there ſhall come ro evil upon them, bur except ſuch do 
ſpeedily repent, and turn from their Abom:rat.ons, and bow to the 
righteous Teſtimony of God in them, which ſ}c:v5 them the deceirs 
fulneſs of their hearcs, to the end they m:y adove, nd before a'], de- 
fire a clean heart, and a rigat Spirir, thet fo they, may be fir ge hearts 
ed toward their Creator, and all men; which, «xcept that Fe known, 
. the Lord will ſend a day upon them, wherein ſhall be weepins, and 
howling, and bitcer Lamentation; ard their Torment ſhali be fa 
great, that in the Morning they ſba!l wiſh it were Night, ard at Nighe 
they ſhall wiſh for Mornirs, and many ſhsll deſire Deaih racher then 
Life : So I greatly deſite th: t ali Peopte would mind,in coolneſs, how it 
ſtands between them and their Creator, ard deal impartially with 
themſelves, for, of acertain, God will not be mocked, but {uch as 
they ſow, ſuch they muſt reap : So all mind rhe Fear cf the Lord, 
which is to depart from Evil, that ſo the Carſe of the Lord may be done 
away, and his B/eJing known ard received. | 

And thoſe that comes amongſt che Poſleſſyrs of Truth, who have 
heard the ſound of ir, and ſo a belief is raiſed in their hearts, tha 
Gods found by them that diligently ſeek him in the Way of Truth; 
many there be that are thus perſwaded, and ſo frequent Meetings (ro- 
gether with them that are in the work of Truth) in a bare Profcfli- 
on of Truth, never:hroughly given up tothe end that Truth may be 
their Gwide in all their wayes, 'but comes and fits down with ſome re- 
ſerve in their hearts, which they covet to. keep, as Achan did the 
goodly Babyloniſh Garment, which was appcinted for the Fire, but 
forſo doing the Curſe of the Lord followed him, though his cove- 
touſneſs was a rroub'e to the Children of Jſrar! for a time, yet at 
length God madeit maniieſt; and ſo will the Lord do thoſe who comes 
amoneſt Friexds with a reſervein their hearts; that which is appointed 
fr the Fire, they that cover to keep, notwithſtanding the many Pre- 
cious Meetings they come to, and hear their conditions plainly laid 
open 
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open to th:m, yet ſtill conſulting with Fleſh and Blood, which will 
never 3eeld that true obedience ſhouid be given ro the Lord, ſocan- 
rot amend, but continue in the ſame courſe of life, fornot taking 
heed to the Councel of the Lord, nor giving wholy up to be guided 
by the Spirit of Truth; ſuch are nocin the Way of Truth, but fir 
down as dead Branches by thoſe of the Vine; but their Fruir doth 
manifeſt them : for thoſe that deals ſo deceitfully with their own 
Hearts, how can it be expected they ſhould betrue too: hers? fo ſuch 
becomes an ill favour to Truth, as long as they continue fo, and a 
burthen and a trouble to them that are in the way of growing inthe 
Truth ; but let them know who barden their hearts againſt Reproof, 
and though they do come amongit them that lives in the Fear and 
Dread of the Lord, and ſo meer together that they may receive a 
continual ſupply of the Bread of Life, and enjoy the Preſence of the 
Lord; yet their ſo coming with a reſerve in their heart, they cannot 
profit by it : So at length, ſeeing they cannot bring the Way of the 
Lord to their way, they begin to grow cold in meeting, and fo by de- 
Srees the Enemy draws out the mind, and then gets rom for his con- 
{ultations, and ſo perfiyades them to wait no longer, but that a!i 
Places are alike : and ſo at length ſome gets into the Maſs-Houſe, with 
other ſilly People laden with ſins,ever learning, and never able to come to 
tbe Truth ; and begins to perſivade themſelves,(or the Enemy of their 
Souls per{wades them) that there is little difference in che Declarati- 
on of the Miniſters of Chriſt and Antichriſt; their words, fay they, 
areall good, and ſo begins to build Babe again, having rejected char 
Love which did appear for their Everlaſting good, having choſen to 
Pleaſe themſelves in ſome ſmall thing, which they could not part with, 
though no better then a Meſs of Pottage, for which many have ſo!d 
an Eternal inheritance; ſo with Cain they are in the Curſe, wander- 
ing up and down in that which is curſed of the Lord, and not beloved 
of g00d'mzn; ſo the Lord hath dealc juſtly in making them maniteſt, 
They went out from us, becauſe they were not of us, bur their reward wil 
follow them. And many others there be that comesto Meetings, and 
hears Truth declzred often, and confeſſeth i:'s the Truth, bur when 
they ſee, if they come toobey, they muſt take up a Croſs to Fleſh, 
either in denying to fear man, or elſe hazard of loſing Goods, and 
ſome their Companions and Acquaintance, (though ic may be in 1nt- 
Quity} ard ſuch like Baits the Enemy cf mans Soul hath ready, = 
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7 
chat mind which is willing to carch at them, to fave that alive whiclh 
isin the Curſe, ſo tometirnes they come, and {ſometimes flay away, 
and then come again, ard che Enemy of thetr Souls gers a wound now 
and then; but for want of giving up, at length the Ene:y t egins 
to be whole again,and io the Spirit of the Lord is grieved and quench- 
ed by degrees, and the Enemy grows ſtrorger and ftronger ; and at 
length be gets theſe Reaſons in the Creature, becan'e the Enemy 
knows many will not be ſatisfied without ſome plauſibie Reaſon; ſo be 
tells many, why thou art but a poor Creature, or you are but poor 
Creatures, and what can you do wichout power? 1o here the willing 
mind readily catches at this bait: and thn when they are asked, why 
they give not up, O ſay they, we want power, O that I had but power 
todo ſoandſo, how joyfull thould I bez and ſuch like tuff the Enemy 
furniſheth them withal, who are wil'iog to receiveir, ard in the mean 
time flights the appearance of Chriſt, (the Light, in whom Power is 
received) by grieving and quenching bis Holy Spirit of Truth, in 
which is the greateſt manifeſtation of Love that God could beſtow on 
loft Mankind, in making manifeſt his Son in their hearts, for thg re- 
decming them up unto himſelf, outof their loſt condition, in the na» 
ture of Adam in the fall,upinto the Nature of the Second 4/am,which 
never fell: but how is this Love of God ſlghted by thoſe who thus 
wilfully yeelds to the Fnemy of their Sonls, and rejeting the Lord, 
who fearcheth the Heart, and tryeth the Reins, and then ſay they 
want power; -nd its true, when people have given themſelves up to 
the power of the Enemy, whoſe nature isto do all the hurt he can, 
they may well ſay then they want power to do good, that being diſ- 
elteemed and accounted of as athing of nought, baving caſt behind 
them the great Love of God in his Son, and embraced ſomething 
which the Enemy hath ſet before them, as ſome glory in the World, 
ard thelike; bur as he was alwayes a Ll yer, (the Devil) ſo will he be 
foundin this; for inſtead of giving them the glory of the World, h2 
is fitting them for Gods Wrath and Indignation, that ſo when be is 
caſt out of thoſe of more upright hearts, and more thanktull, that he 
way poſſeſs thoſe Swiniſh natures, and ſo throw them headlong into a 
Sea of Deſtruftion, with others cf the like bad natures, of whom T 
thall ſay ſomething. : 

Thoſe are they which have hcard and ſeen ſomething of Truth, by 
reading Books, or ſpeaking with ſome in the Truth, whoſe words 
1. being 
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being accompanied with power, proceeding from the Spirit of Truth, 
they not having been able co reſiſt, but ſtanding over them, queſti- 
onings and reaſoning hath been raiſed in them concerning their bui'd- 
ings, whether or nothey be upon ehe righe Foundation , bat that be- 
ing catch'd coo, which ſhews thera their conditions ſo plair, that they 
have no aſſurance of their well-being, but in doubrings, and reaſon- 
ings, and fears, through which ſecretly rormenc doth ariſe , but their 
minds being from him that ſhews them their conditions, which,though 
it be the greateſt Love that God could beſtow onloſt Marking, yer in 
that it brings a Croſs to fleſh, ſeeing plainly that if they hearken toir, 
they muſt forſake all their vain cuſtoms & traditions of the world, wich 
all its Luſts & Vanities; theſe things not agreeing with Fleſh & Blood, 
with which they are conſulting, the mind being drawn from the Wit- 
neſs for God in their hearts, by their wilful! yee!ding to the Enemy of 
their Souls, who is alwayes ready with his Baits to betray them who 
deſires caſe inthe Fleſh, and whoſe minds are out in ſtudying Argu- 
ments to keep chem in the ſame,the ſubtil Serpent being here at work, 
to the end that the Creature may pertake of bis Table, for he knows 
that then they cannot pertake of Gods Table, as the Scriptures of 
Truth declares ; ſo at his Table he hands out curious words, in Pray- 
ers, and hanging down the head like a Bullruſh, ard with feiguing 
and flattering words to all ſorts of Deceitful{ Workers, and doth help 
to turn and wind with all ſorts of Worſhip', which the Beaſt'y Nature 
ſers vp, and (o tel!s them there is Fleſh as well as Spirit to be (atished, 
and that they muſt livein fin, as long as they have a being here; and 
to others, whoſe natures be inclined to Luſt, he provides plentifull 
Diſhes for them, and others, who are diſpoſed to Drunkennels, he 
dire&ts.them ro Companions, and opfortunity ; ard art bis Table are 
Variety of Diſhes for the Covetous man, or Proud; High, Heady, 
Boaſter, Curſer, Ranter, ſor all ſorts that will come to his Table, he 
hath curious Diſhes in a plentious manner, and in all theſe he promi- 
ſes content and fatisfaRion z bur as he ever was, ſo hes, andever will 
be a Lyar;, for let thoſe ſpeak who hath fed moſt ptentiful at his Table, 
if ever they were ſatisfied, but that the'more they fed the more hungry 
they were; lec all all-rheſe forementioned, ard Gamfſters ſpeak for 
themſelves, and Thieves, and Murtherers, ard thelike. Bur in ſome 
he works more in a Myſtery, and furniſhe:h his Table with curious 
words, and fo feeds ihem, and decks them 3 but ahvayes at his T abſe 
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he hath this Diſh for all ſorts of Pro:eſſors and Prophane, that they 
mult live in Sin, in this Life ; this is, as it were, a Chain, by which he 
holds all, that will believe ſo, faſt ro his Table; ard then let them be 
as rich as they will, in comprehending, nnd getting into the Brains 
knowledge the Scriptures, and outward Learning, fo though the 
work grows ſo high in the Myſtery of Iniquity, that the Enemy of the 
' Sonl hath exalred himſelf above all that is called God, and fo makes a 
ſhew in fine Words, and in long Prayers, and in curious Arts; yet 
whilſt he can keep them in his Chain to his Table, if they cannor have 
eaſeinprofeſſing in one Sec, he will give them leave to profeſs in 
another Set; and if that will not ſerve he will give themleave to go 
into the profcfſion of Truth ic ſelf; and further, to meet together with 
them in the Truth, any thing but hearing the Voice of the Son of 
God, and obeying, which brings to the Table of God, and ſoover= 
throws his Table ; to any thing but this his Chiin willreach : Now, as 
to what is before, thoſe that have ſeen ſomething ef Truth, and ſome 
trouble hach by reaſon thereof riſen in them, but for love of a little 
eaſe tothe fleſh, ſuch their minds being out, wiilingly goes into the 
Devils Chain, and ſo feeds at his Table, where they are furniſhed with 
Arguments againſt the Spirit of Truth manifeſted to leadard to gu de 
intoall truth, and ſo out of Sin, which is the Devils Chain; but be- 
ing thus furniſhed according to their hearts Juſls, being in the Adul- 
terous Spirit, takes all occaſion co ſpeak evil of the Truth, and them 
tharareinir, who are true worſhippers of che Lord, according to 
his Will, in Spirit and Truth; ſo the god of the World having 
blinded their minds, an evil eye gets out, and this watches for the 
baſcing of them who arein Truth 3 and when the juſt band of God is 
gone out, in making manifeſt ſome who have been in the profeſſion 
of Truch, who have hardned their hearts againſt reproof,ti!l at length 
their hypocriſie and guile is made manifeſt ; on which, they hereby 
take occaſion to ſpeak evil of the Way of the Lord, and them thac 
are init, the Enemy of their Souls giving them thereby ſome eaſe for 
the preſent; butir laſts not long, but the Fame of Truth is ſounded in 
their ears again, by the Witneſs for God within, or elſe from thoſe in 
whom in dwells without them-then the Lamb riſeth, and gives torment 
again,& their Coverings be too narrow,& will not ſerve them,neither 
ſhall they; Wo 16 the Rebellions Children ſaith the Lirdgth-.t cake Coun 
[but nat of me, and that cover with a covering, but not with my Spirit : 
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So all unrighteous Coverings which people of unſtable minds are vn. 
der, the Wo of the Lord is againſt, fo what wiil become of them that 
are under them? Obhat men woull in coolneſs conſider, whoſe day 
of Gods Vitation in Love is not paſt, leſt by their often provocat;- 
ons, he viſits in his great Diſpleaſure, and ſays My Spirit zs weary with, 
ſtriving, it ſhall lrive no mure : now for the ſakes of many who have 
yet rrue Breathings after Livirs Refreſhment, and are wil:ing to take 
up Chriſts Yoke ard Burthen, and to follow him thar is meek and 
lowly in heart, that ſo they may find reſt for their Sou!'s, for their 
ſakes I ſhall give a brief Relation of the Miniſters of Chriſt, and of 
the Miniſters of Antichriſt: Firſt, The Miniſters of Chriſt muſt know 
Chriſt, and ſee him, and belicve on him, John 6. 40. But ſome will 
ſay, Whois there that knows not Chriſt? Doth not all that can read 
ſee what 13 writ of him inthe Scriptures of Truth ? And tis not that 
the Ghriſt which you mean, who ſuffered without the Gates of 7e- 
ruſalem, and the like? Yes. we do own the fame Chriſt, and thar 
which the Scriptures do declare of him is true, and we do expe no 
other;but to know him no further then the report of him,(though thac 
betrue)} this is but a poor knowl:dge, which the Workers of Iniqui- 
ty have, of all ſorts,that lives viſibly in groſs and manifeſt Sins; zrd 
Ws that knowiedge, yet liveand abound in the fame; 
o that knowledge only (though that, as I have ſaid, be true) is nor 
ſufficient to fir a man to be a Minilter of Chriſt : Bur ſaich the dilig-nc 
Enquirer, What knowledge then is neceſſary for a Miniſter of Chi? 
To know him as he is the Myſtery bid ſrom Apes and Generations, but 
row is made manitelt to his Saints : to know what 1s the Riches of 
the Glory of this Myſtery among the Gentiles, which # C rift 1s 151 
the Hope of Glory, Collof. 1. 26, 27. To know him as he ts a Core- 
nan* given tothe People, ard a Light to enlighten them, mutifelicd 
within them, to giveche knowledg2 of God; and to know that he is 
the Light of the World, and*how he hath enlightened every ran 
that comes into the Woild : ro know him to be the Word init 
Heart and inthe Mcu:h: to know him to be the Reconc:ler 17.to 
God : ro knw him to be the Anointing, which is true, anv reactiie:h 
all things: ro know him to be the Spiric of Truth, which i muriic it 
ro lead and to guide into all Truth : to know Chriſts Fleſh, ard « hat 
1: 15tocacnt : to know Chrifts Blood, ard what 1t is tocrink jt; but 
Jome will ſay, a}! this may be re.:d ia the Scriptures: But by the vv, 
thou 
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thouzh the words may be read inthe Scripture; of Truth, yet the 
knowledg of the Myſtery which is declared of inchoſe words, 1s no 
attainable by reading them : But becauſe ſome are wilkngly ignoranr, 
and lo deſitesto be, rather then to have true wiſdom in- Gods Way, 
and ſo ſtumbles at all, 1 ſhall ſay a little concerning ſeeing the Son, 
which is neceſliry for a Miniſter of Chriſt ; Firlt, To ſee him ro bethe 
great Love of God manifeſted to convince of Sin.: to ſee himto be 
the wonderfull Power of God, and hc that he died, to the end, 
that whether we flzep or wake we ſhould live cogether with him: to 
ſee him as he was manifeſt co deſtroy the Works of the Devil: ro (ee 
him co be thegreac Miſtery of Godlineſs, God manifeſt in the Fleth ; 
and much more might be ſaid of the knowledge and fighe which a 
true M:niſter of Chriſt hath, but what hath been ſaid is enough to ſa- 
tizfieche truly hungring and thirſting Soul , but the full loacbs.the 
Hony comb : Buc 1s this all may the upright-hearted ſay ? Nay» they 
that thus have obtained mercy to have che knowledge of what is a- 
bove declared, muſt receive it in the love of ir, and this Love of God 
thus manifeſted in them they muſt give up to obey, being his Evers 
laſting and Unchangeable Covenant, which is the Key of tknowledge, 
manifeſted to rend che Vail, and to break the Chain of Darkneſs, and 
to apen the Niylteries of the Scriptures of Truth, and to ive the 
knowledge of God, whom to know is Erernal Life; fo Liiquity be- 
ing taken away, and Sin being purged through the knowledge of 
Chriſt, who is the Power of God, and God known to walk, and to 
dwell in them through the Son of his Love, who is Gods Righteouſ- 
neſs, as God hath ſaid, I will awel in you, and walk innou ; The Eye 
of the Underſtanding being thus opened,and the Revelation of Chriſt 
being daily witneſſed to fic and to furniſh them with Wiſdotn from 
above, to ſpeak a word in ſeaſon untoall conditions; being thus filled 
with the Love of God, and his Glorious Appearance, a conſtraint 
lying upon them, through the Power of God that dwells in them, and 
from the great Love of God in the ſame, ſuch cannot be ſilent, nor 
eat their Morſel; alone bur the Love of God doth conſtrain them 
who have Wives, and Chi'dren, and Eſtates, and ſeveral others that 
have no Wives and Children, to leave their Callings, and ſeveral Io « 
ployments, and go abroad as Sheep among Wolves, to declare this 
great and unſpeakable Love, to the end, That People may be turned 
from Darkneſs to Light, and from Satans piwer, tothe Power of God, 
B 2 that 
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that others may partake of the ſame Love of God in his Son Chriſt 
Jeſus with chem : But for this their love, how Barbarouſly and Cruelly 
they have been uſed, many baving finiſhed their Teſtimony i1 Naliy 
Holes, and Priſons, and o:her great Cruelcies, which wou'd be too 
long co reletez ſo theſe thus furniſhed with the Love and Power of 
God, and beins obedient to the ſame, being Learned men in the Buck 
of Life ; theſe are not to take with them Scrip nor Purſe, ſo as to be 
carefull of Earchly things, (but as they have received freely, do mini- 
ſer freely) but into what houſe they come, where this great Love is 
anſwered, in theſame Love of Godin meaſure, what things ſrch ſer 
before them, for neceſlity chey cat and drink, and the like, ſceing, ir 
comes from the r Fathers Love: but when they come into a place and 
cannot ſee, in the Counſel of the Lord, thar that Love is anſwered in 
which they come, there chey cannot receive, though in never ſo much 
neceſſity. True, ſay ſome, tbeſe are fic Qualifications for a Miniſter 
of Jeſus Chriſt ; but be there any ſuch now adayes? How dſt thou 
know them ? Yes, I do teRtifie, as thouſznds befide my ſelf are ready 
to Five the ſame teſtimony , that ſuch Miniſters, qualified, as be- 
fore mentioned, there be many in this Day of Gods Power : But 
how do you know, may fome ſay? ITanfwer, By turning us to the 
creata"dunſpeakable Love of God manifelited in our hearts, which 
ſhews us our conditi>ns, how it ſtood between us and our Creator, 
as it had done lovg before, bu: we knew not that this was the appear- 
ance of rhe Son of his Love, till thoſe who had taſted, bandied, ſeen 
and fel: the powes fall working thereof told us; bur told us alſo, the 
firſt ſtep muſt be through Judgmert, ſoa beliefthereof being raiſcd, 
and aclean and a perfett obedience yeelded co it, we in time foundits 
Power in us, Opening the Eye of our Underſtardings,and revealed the 
m nof Sin, and ſo came the knowledge of the Spiric of Truth tobe 
rciezled in us, and by it we had a fight of the unfruitfull Works cf 
Darkneſs without in his Inſtruments, and the fight of the Spirit of 
Truth and thoſe thar were Miniſters of it : Put notwichftand:ng hs 
Te{!i.nony, iffome ſhou'd be hard co believe,lct fuch deal fo ingeni ully 
with their own S,u's, as 10 £0 ard hear, and try, with a fingle heart, 
and hold fiſt that which is good ; and this 15 defired, ro the end th:t 
others may bz partzkers of the ſame | ove of God, ard of their :ſſu- 
rance of their being reconciled unto him through Þ1+ $>n. ro whem 
be glory for ever. Now tl.ere bringa nccellity that the Miniſters ct 
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Chriſt hould be qualified, as is before mentioned, the Miniſters of 
Antichriſt may be eafily krown ; bur for the ſakes of ſuch afcremen- 
tioned, I ſhall lay down ſome marks of them: Firſt, They are ſuch 
who never knew the Son of Ged in the Eveilaſting and Unchss  :ble 
Covenant marifefted in them, ſ2 not learned menin the Book cf | ife, 
but are alienated from the Life of God, through the ignorance that is 
in th?m, not knowing him manifeſted in them, who is irfallitle, bug 
intheir fallible wiſdom, by the Art of Tongues, gets the Prophets, 
Chriſts, and tbe Apoſtles words, and ſomething out of Fe-atl en Au- 
thors, and ſoin their vain imaginations patches up an hours Diſ- 
courſe ; and ſo for the love they bave for their. god, wi'ich is their 
Belly, they ſell their Art at as dear a price as they can, for icveral hun» 
dreds by the year, ſome for more, and ſome for leſs, but all as dear as 
poſlible; as I heard a Prieſt ſay once, if it were not for Tythes who as 
would ſhould preach for him : but this being ſo well known to all,that 
its alone for their god,which is their Belly, that their Mouthes is open= 
ed, there is little need to ſpeak of that, theſe being Sayers, but not 
Doers, ſo not accepted of God ; theſe are they which run and are not 
ſent, which ſpeaks a divination of their own Brain, fo noc like to pro- 
fic the people, you may read of them at Jarge Ezrkie/ the thirteenth, 
read the Chapter; from ſuch Priefts and Prophets as theſe is Proe 
faneneſs gore forth in all the Land, read feremiah the twenty third 
ſo they are ſufficiently markr out in the Scriptures of Truth, Bur 
ſome ſay, we know all the Prieſts now adayes are bad enough, and the 
ſmootheſt of them preaches for filthy lucre ſake, but they ſpeak gocd 
words ; ſo we may do as they ſay, and not as they do : O fookſh Peo- 
ple, 1s it not becauſe you love ſuch eafie Prophets, who ſpeaks peaceto 
you in your Sins, that you th1s ſpeak? have you not heard what the 
Scriptures of Truth ſayes? Do men gather Grapes of thcrns, or Figs of 
T hiſtles ? By their Fruits you may know them 4 Shouid we not count 
bima very Fool that ſhould go look for Figs on Thiflles, or fiveet wa- 
ter out of a bitter Fountain? Whar if they ſhould ſay the 1 ord lives, 
that is a true ſaying to them which knows it in themſelves; but its a 
Lieto them who ſay it, and knows the contrary in them ; but theſe 
Prieſts which Peach for Hire, cry Peace ro men whilſt they put into 
their Mouthes, to the end their god may be ſupplyed, which cauſes 
and conſtrain; their Mouthes to be open 3 bur in caſe you deny to put 
into their Mouthes, then, Demitiis like, prepares War; ciying cut, 
We 
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we havea Law, and if you wont pay, we will make you Pay: But 
by ihe way, what compuliive Law ot man doth Chriſts Miniſters uſe, 
or were they to uſe ? prove any ſuch thing in the Scriptures of Truth, 
that chey were to compel any man to give to them : nov, if Cod hath 
appointed no ſuch Mamtenance by bis Righteous Covenant ard Law, 
Is it nor ſteal:b in his ſighr, ro compel and take that by mins Law, 
which God hath not appointed in his I. aw? Look about you Prieſts, 
- for the Righrecus Judge will ſitin Judgment, ard to the Lambs Bar 
co give an account you muſt come, and then the ewiſting Serpene will 
fland you in no ftead, but all things will be laid bare before you, what 
eſteem you have had of your god, which is your Belly, for the fervics 
of which, how have you yeclded unto the lying Spirit, and fo like 
Ahabs Prophets perfwaded & inſtigated many to go on inFerlecution, 
though to their deſtru&tion. Have you not told rhe Magiſtrates that 
the Quakers are Ring-Leaders of FaRion, though you never come to 
their Meetings, nor never examined the cauſe why they diſſented irom 
you, nor never heard that they went about todiſturb or moleſt an;;.of 
their outward injoyments, but barely becauſe they bore a fairhfull Ie- 
ſtimony againſt the twiſting twining Serpent,che great Enemy of mars 
Soul ; which Spirit of Error your god cannot be ſerved without : ſo 
a great ſtir and ado you make, in being Inſtruments of caſting into Pri- 
ſon, haling and tearing away the Goods, and the like, from thoſe 
who lives in the Fear and Dread of the Lord God Almighty, and in 
peace with men, though in enmity with ihe Serpent, the Enemy of 
mans Soul : fo the innocent blood which hath been ſhed in Naſly 
Holes, and Stinking Priſons, cries aloud unto the Righteous Judge 
of Heaven and Earth, who is Lord of all, who created all at bis plea» 
ſure, and can deſtroy all in the ſame, thoſe that be innocent, out of 
the rev<ngefull ſpirit, bave committed themſelves, ard ſo cannot uſe 
any compulſive way, with Weapons that are Carnal, but in plain Des 
monſtration and Power of the Spirit of Truth, asd their innocent 
Cauſe to the Judge of all they have committed, to be cleared in his 
will and time, who wiil aſſurediy doit. Bot further to clear that you 
are the Miniſters of Antichriſt, if, notwithſtanding what is declared, 
any yet be in doubt : Hearken what Chriſt ſaith to the Wicked, I 4 
an hungred, and ye gave me nomeat : I was thirſty, ard ye gave me 
arizh: Imai a ftranger, and ye tock me not in : naked, ani ye cloatints nit 
z0t: ſick, and in priſon, and viſited me not. Then frall they alſo aſi 
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him, ſaying, Lord, whin ſaw w? thee an bungred, or thirſty, or a firanger, 
or ſick, or in priſ-n, and aid n:r miniſter unto thecr? Thenſiall le anſwer 
them, ſaying, Ferily T ſay anto you, ineſni:c9 4s ye aid it net toune of 
the leaſt of theſe, ye 31d it not to me ;, and theſe ſhall go away into everlaſt- 
ing puniſhment, Marth, 25. Intheſame Chap'er he ſhews the Righte- 
ous mans love, and his reward , and how did they expreſs their love 
to Chriſt ? Did they do it in ſpeaking g1eat words of his Name ? No, 
85 You May read, they viſited his Brechren in their neceſlities : ſo 
mark by the way, there were Righteous men, and now are, though 
the Miniſters of Antichriſt for their gods ſake, would have allerr and 
ſtray again from the Lords way 3 but the Pearl for which they have fold 
all and boughr, is of more value then fo ; bur finee Chriſt hath Bree 
thren, are not they them which are led by the Spirit of Truth? and 
if people be given up to obey ir, will it not lead them out of the Spi- 
ritof Error? If fo, then muſt they not depart from your wayes, who 
areinthe Revengefall Spirit? Well then, ſince thoie that areled by 
the Spirit are Sons of Gcd, as the Scriptures of Truth declare, 
Rom. 8, and Reirs with Chriſt ; for he that ſanRifieth, and them that 
are ſanRified areall of one, wherefore heis not aſhamed to call them 
Brethen : now ſince there is ſuch a unity between Chriſt and tis Fol- 
lowers, Shall it avail them any thing, who call upon Chriſt, yet per- 
ſecute ſonear Relations, as h;s Brethren? And ſince thoſe that viſiced 
them not in thetr neceſſities, received ſuch condemnation, what will 
beccme of you ? And you, Generation of wicked Doers, who have 
been thecauſe of the Impriſoning ſo many of Chriſts Relations,where 
ſeveral hundreds have laid down their lives for their faithfull Teſtimo- 
ny againſt you, becauſe of your Adultery from the Lord, ard his 
Worſhip, which is to be performed in Spirit and Truth. and have fer 
up worſhips according to your own hearts Luſt : ard becauſe of rhe 
Lords Patience, and Long-ſufferirg, and great Mercy, how do you 
herden your hearts agaioſt Reproofs, and for good return evil, and 
io $9 on ſcoffing and mocking : well, chough the Lord haih exerciſed 
a Sreat deal of patience, its my belief, it wijl not 124i long ; but he will 
execute Righteous Judgment, and plead the Cavſe of the Inrocenr, 
who ha:h committed all to bim, with Praiſes ard Glory frm his own 
Works for ever. |
